memory I traveled for days through 
homeles.^ misery and physical want 
and mental hate, that I felt were but 
the sequalae of the world disease. 
and would soon pass. But conditions 
are. if anything, worse than when 1 
passed that 
way. 
Tt is only the 


mercv and ennobling- philanthropy of 
Americans that -are 
preventing the 


extermination of

But T.have more 
lately traveled 


over nearer sections of that long way

from the government as tho agent 
of a conference of lumber dealers, 
to dispose of surplus 
from cantonment and 
struction and other 
war 
develop- 
ments. 


Proceedings of ihe 
grand 
jury. 


•which so far ns can he learned, has 
yet to hand down its first indict- 
ment, have been veiled in secrecy 
and 
United 
States Commissioner 


Hitt who issued the warrant 
for 


Phillips has refused to discuss the 
case. It is generally reported, how- 
ever, that lumber contracts 
have 


been' the first to be considered by 
the grand jury. 


In a recent speech in tho house. 


Representative 
Woodruff, 
republi- 


can, 
Michigan, asserted that gov- 


ernment auditors had filed reports 
with the department of justice In 
September. 1921. showing that Phil- 
lips and Stevens still owed the gov- 
ernment under their contract more 
than $1,850,000. While the contract 
called for the disposal of spruce, 
pine, hemlock and fir lumber 
only. 


Representative Woodruff said,

report showe,d the firm had

more than fifty varieties, including 
much valuable hardwood.

B»VC themselves If a British commander, attacked by i 
thousand* of dervishes, could save his command and' 
dliperne the enemy by use of a lethal gas, he would be 
Inhuman If he did, not do so.

Whll» »ervlti« hU own lnUr<s«t« the business man can- 
not avoid »«rvln» hU community a» well, for his bu»l- 
n«M pro«p«rs according to the service he glvee.. Dr. 
Abbott adds: 
"Thin uge I* rightly called a commercial 


ag«. and commerce le an interchange of services." 


Such is the true conception of bualneas, of trade in 


general, and of industrial organi»utlone of whatever »ort, 
honestly conducted. Biblical Authority declares the 
laborer worthy of his hire, and Christ emphatically ap- 
proves interest for the use of mon«y, and a profit on 
business, in his parable of the talents, In which the man 
who traded1 with five talents and doubled his capital 
received the divine commendation "well done." while the 
one who returned only the talent he had received, was 
roundly condemned for not putting the money out at 
interest while his master traveled in a far country. 


Dr. Abbott, because of the eminent service of busi- 


ness to mankind, whick is all based on capital and in- 
dustry, says: 
"I call this not only a commercial age, 


but also of all ages in history the most Christian." A 
Christian community, he adds, is one in which the rich 
serve the poor, 'and the strong serve the weak, and 
the wise serve the ignorant. This is exactly what the 
rich man does when, instead of hoarding his capital he 
employs it in business and industrial enterprises which 
give opportunity to the' poor, the weak and th'e ignorant 
—which enables the children of the inefficient to de- 
velop strength, to -save money by thrift\and to g*4? 
knowledge. It Is a sociological process constantly going 
on In this county, where the poor family of one gener- 
ation becomes rich in the nest. The good doctor con- 
tinues: 


"We do not need a new organization of Industry. The 


present organization is admirably adapted to carry on a 
commerce which is a mutual service,"

due" to the work of men who by industry, brain and

UNDISCOVERED LANDS. 


I'he surface of earth and sea has been traveled so 


extensively that scant prospect remains for discovery of 
new land. For centuries explorers have steered ships 
into far corners of the ocean with the result that every 
barren rock, it would seem, has been 'charted. Now 
comes an American with the claim that, purely by acci- 
dent, he discovered six unknown islands in the South 
Pacific near Hawaii and claimed them in the name of 
the United States. 


It is fascinating to speculate on how much bndis- 


covered land may remain. How long can adventurous 
sailors emulate the exploits of the men who first crossed 
the Atlantic, the men who entered the white depths of 
Uie Arctic and Antarctic, and the men who first charted 
the innumerable green dots that cover the Pacific? 


The Atlantic ocean, it would seem, contains no more 


uncharted isles. It has been surveyed too thoroughly. 
Too long have ocean liners crossed its every path. 
Despite legends of a lost Atlantis and occasional tales of 
great, green patches of floating weeds and moss it is 
improbable that even a protruding rock exists entirely 
aside from the knowledge of geographers. 


But the Pacific still is an oqean of mystery. 
True 


it has been pretty thoroughly explored. But it has great 
areas where ships seldom venture. Who can tell what 
may lie in obscure corners of this ocean? ,Jt is doubt- 
ful if anything of any real value remains. 
But human 


curiosity never will be- satisfied while there remains the 
possibility of undiscovered land. - 
' 


Kven that extensive, unexplored Antarctic continent, 


whose interior no ,man knows, affords intense interest. 
Doubtless more men wili*fetrugyle and die in efforts to 
penetrate its white vastness and learn for themselves 
what trfeasures its snow mountains hold by which the 
wealth of mankind can be increased. 


The discovery announced from Honolulu proves that 


tins globe Itself still has rewards for the explorer—that 
it not yet is necessary to seek means of "reaching far- 
away stars with rockets to win a place in the ranks of 
the old seafarers who laughed in the face of devils as 
they pushed their frail prows, into 
unknown 
s«as.—

Quezon.
